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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 -1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The specification does not enable one to produce hydroxylammonium salts 
by reacting nitrous (versus nitric) oxide with hydrogen. 

Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claiml, the recitation of "the disk agitator 
comprising the hub with the bearing surface or support with angled..." is indefinite. The 
word "with" should be deleted and the phrase - -, said hub comprising - - should be 
substituted therefor to avoid this ground of rejection. It is also indefinite as to whether 
the reaction is with nitrous or nitric oxide, since the claims recite "nitrous", but also 
recited "NO", which would be nitric oxide.
